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Introductory  Note 


The  style  of  this  work  follows  that  employed  by  Mrs* 
Mehitable  G.  C.  Wilson  in  her  genealogy  of  John  Gibson  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  and  His  Descendants,  163U-18993  published 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  1900.  This  work  is  available  in  the 
Library  of  Congress,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  the  library  of 
the  Vermont  State  Historical  Society,  Montpelier,  Vt.,  the  public 
library  in  Rutland,  Vt.,  and  in  numerous  other  collections. 

Abbreviations  used  are:  nb.,n  bom;  ,,d,,,,  died;  "m.," 
married;  etc.  At  the  beginning  of  each  of  the  11  sections 
there  appears  a  listing  of  the  forbears  of  the  person  described, 
followed  by  a  small  Roman  numeral  indicating  the  number  in  the 
line  of  descent.  Before  the  name  of  each  descendant  appears  a 
large  Roman  numeral  giving  the  number  of  the  family  in  the  line 
of  descent  from  John  (l),  followed,  immediately  above,  by  a 
number  indicating  the  number  of  the  child  in  the  family. 

In  four  raidwestem  families  there  will  be  found  to  be 
eight  generations  of  descendants  of  John  Gibson  of  Ft,  Jackson, 

N.  Y,  Anyone  wishing  to  convert  any  of  these  generations  into 
a  number  carrying  the  line  of  descent  down  to  the  present  in 
the  same  terms  as  employed  in  the  original  genealogy  need  only 
add  5  to  the  number  here  given,  since  the  John  Gibson  here 
described  had  five  Gibson  ancestors  in  the  United  States,  as 
listed  below.  Thus  the  two  midwestem  families  represent  the 
13th  generation  of  descendants  of  John  Gibson  of  Cambridge, 

Mass,,  in  this  country.  These  two  are  descended  through  a 
female  line  and  consequently  do  not  bear  the  name,  Gibson*  Of 
the  youngest  Gibsons,  bearing  that  name,  two  midwestem  families 
represent  the  twelfth  generation  and  two  eastern  families  the 
eleventh  generation. 

The  statement  that  a  person  was  bom  ’'about11  some  year 
means  that  the  date  has  been  inferred  from  a  statement  about 
the  person's  age  at  time  of  death  or  a  census  enumeration.

John  Gibson  was  descended  from  a  John  Gibson  who  came  from  England  to 


America  and  settled  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  in  163U  or  shortly  before.  His  story 


and  that  of  a  host  of  his  descendants  is  told  in  Mehitable  Wilson’s  John  Gibson 


of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  and  His  Descendants,  I63l4-~l899,  referred  to  above. 
The  line  of  descent  follows,  in  skeletonized  form,  full  details  being  available 


in  the  printed  genealogy:

At  the  time  Mrs.  Wilson  published  her  genealogy  no  information  was  available 


to  her  on  the  life  of  the  last-mentioned  John  Gibson.  His  father  is  said  to 


have  "probably  left  Ashby"  about  Jan.  19,  1799,  at  which  time  he  sold  a  farm 
in  Ashby  for  $1,000.  He  had  served  seven  days  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a 
private,  marching  "from  Ashby  April  20,  1775  on  Lexington  alarm."  (See  John 
Gibson  genealogy,  p.  237)# 

In  tracing  back  my  branch  of  the  Gibson  family  I  found  on  the  tombstone 
of  my  great  grandfather  John  of  Fort  Jackson’s  grave,  in  Hopkinton,  N.  Y0, 
cemetery,  that  he  died  July  U,  1865  at  the  age  of  76.  Thus  he  would  have

been  bom  between  July  lj,5  1788  and  July  U,  1789  o  I  later  found  the  listing 
in  the  Gibson  genealogy  of  the  birth  of  a  John  Gibson  in  Ashby,  Mass.,  Aug.  3, 
1788.  (Gibson  genealogy,  p.  238).  The  evidence  indicated  that  this  was  my 
ancestor. 

1  Imew  that  my  great  grandfather  had  settled  in  Vergennes,  Vt.,  when  he 
was  a  young  man  for  several  years  before  he  took  his  family  to  northern  New 
York.  I  later  ascertained  from  descendants  of  John's  first  son,  Timothy,  in 
Wisconsin  that  the  latter  had  been  born  in  Pittsford,  Vt.,  in  l808.  I  therefore 
sought  evidence  of  the  father  having  taken  his  family  to  Pittsford  after  he  left 
Ashby.  Although  the  Pittsford  cemeteries  revealed  no  gravestone  indicating  that 
any  Gibson  had  died  there,  the  records  of  the  Town  Clerk's  office  did  show  that 
John  Gibson  had  deeded  a  farm  in  Pittsford  to  Arrington  Gibson,  of  Stow,  Mass., 
Dec.  2U,  1806,  "in  consideration  of  $250eH  Arrington  Gibson  appears  in  the 
Gibson  genealogy  as  a  younger  brother  of  John  of  Ashby,  who  was  a  large  land- 
owner  in  Stow  and  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  and  Dublin,  N.  H0  (Gibson  genealogy,  p.  296). 

The  U.  S.  Census  of  1810  lists  a  John  Gibson,  U5  years  old  or  over,  in 
Pittsford,  Vt.,  together  with  a  female  in  the  same  age  bracket  (his  wife)  and 
two  females  between  16  and  26  years  of  age.  The  latter  evidently  were  Eunice 
Gibson,  bom  in  1786,  and  Abigail,  bora  in  1792.  (See  Gibson  genealogy,  p.  238). 
The  1820  Cams  again  lists  John  Gibson,  his  wife,  and  the  two  daughters  in 
Pittsford,  together  with  a  female  under  10  who  is  difficult  to  account  for 
unless  she  was  a  grand-daughter  or  grand-niece  on  a  visit  when  the  enumeration 
was  made. 

Thus  the  connection  between  John  Gibson  of  Ashby,  Mass.,  and  John  Gibson  of 
Vermont  and  Fort  Jackson,  N.  Y.,  is  established. 

Some  time  after  marrying  and  having  his  first  child  in  Pittsford,  Vt.,  in 
1808,  John  Gibson  Junior  moved  to  Vergennes  and  tended  a  grist-mill.  (See

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H.  P,  Smith;  History  of  Addison  County,  Vt,,  p,  680)o  He  was  in  Vergennes  at 
least  by  1818  because  his  third  child,,  Warren,  is  known  to  have  been  born  there 
Nov*  23  of  that  year»  The  1820  Uc  S,  Census  lists  his  family  in  Vergennes 0 
John’s  last  child,  my  grandfather  Jason,  was  bom  in  Vergennes  in  l825o 
When  the  latter  was  13  years  old,  his  father  moved  his  family  to  St,  Lawrence 
County,  No  Y,,  and  acquired  a  tract  of  land  near  Fto  Jackson  on  which  he 
established  a  farm.  Records  in  the  County  Court  House  in  Canton,  N0  Y.,  show 
that  the  land  was  surveyed  April  6,  1838  and  deeded  to  Jason  Gibson  Dec*  18, 
1851,  when  John  reached  the  age  of  63,

There  probably  were  another  son  and  daughter.  The  1820  U,  S, 
Census  for  Vergennes  lists  two  males  under  10  years  old,  one  of 
whom  was  Warren,  who  is  the  only  male  listed  in  the  1830  Census 
under  the  category,  ”10  and  under  15 ;"  noone  is  listed  as  between 
15  and  20,  Apparently  the  other  male  child  had  died  in  the  interim. 
The  1830  Census  lists  all  the  other  members  of  the  family  here 
described  and  also  a  female  under  5j  of  whom  nothing  is  now  known. 

Evidence  regarding  the  fourth  son  is  also  given  by  Gates  Curtis’ 
history  of  St,  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  when  he  says  that  in 
Vergennes,  Vt,,  John  Gibson  ’’married  Hannah  White,  by  whom  he  had 
four  sons  and  two  daughters,"  the  daughter  listed  in  the  census 
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not  being  mentioned— perhaps  she  died  while  a  baby.  Part  III0

Like  his  father  and  grandfather  before  him,  this  Gibson  was  not  content  to 
remain  in  the  area  where  his  family  settled  and  pressed  on  to  the  newly  opened 
lands  in  the  midwest*  At  the  age  of  U7  he  left  Nicholville,  N.  Y0,  on  May  6, 
1856,  landed  in  Milwaukee  May  15,  and  went  to  Fond  du  Lac  June  23*  There  he 
bought  85  cattle  and  a  horse  for  $2,U80,  paying  $330  in  cash.  By  Aug.  5  he 
had  bought  a  house  and  lot  in  Taycheedah,  Wis„,  and  was  on  his  way  back  to 
New  York  State  to  fetch  his  family.  Grandchildren  of  his  continued  to  live 
in  the  Taycheedah  house  until  a  few  years  ago. 

Timothy  worked  at  other  trades  besides  farming  at  various  times  and  was 
village  postmaster  for  several  years.  Toward  the  end  of  his  life,  after  his 
second  marriage,  he  moved  to  Stockbridge,  Wis.,  and  established  a  store.
